WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
A Senate judiciary subcommittee 
headed by Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, declared today 
President Roosevelt. had “no con- 
stitutional or statutory authority” 
to issue the executive order under 
which Montgomery Ward & Com- 
pany’s Chicago mail order house 
was seized by armed troops last 
month. 

The sharply worded report crit- 


icised Attorney General Biddle, 
who assured the President he had 
authority to isgue the order; Sec- 
retary of Commerce Jesse Jones, 
who called for soldiers to take 
over the plant and eject Sewell 
Avery, Ward board chairman; the 
Conciliation Service of the De- 
partment of Labor; the War La- 


bor Board and the National Labor | 


Relations Board. 

Senator Revercomb~(Rep.), West 

Virginia, joined McCarran in the 
- report, but the third member of 
the subcommittee, Senator McFar- 
land (Dem.), Arizona, declined to 
sign it. 

Terms Inquiry Incomplete. 

McFarland said he did not join 
fn the report because “I believe 
that the subcommittee has not 
made the kind of investigation cal- 
culated to get the facts required 
for a full report.” 

“To be more specific,” he added 
fin a statement, “I think that the 
subcommittee should not have de- 
nied the interested parties an op- 
portunity to be heard, and that it 
should not make a report that is 
‘based solely upon documentary 
evidence, which may not be com- 
plete, and upon the conclusions of 
the investigators whose testimony 
is necessarily hearsay and second- 
or-third-hand. 

“I am not satisfied, moreover, 
that the subcommittee has had an 
opportunity to give the important 
questions of law the careful con- 
sideration that they deserve.”

Oliver L. Parks, president of 
Parks Air College and a member 
of the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion, has proposed development of 
an $800,000 riverfront airport 
which would provide a 3200-foot 
landing strip for aerial commuters 
and for shuttle planes carrying 
passengers from downtown S§&t. 
Louis to outlying airports.

physical checkup. 

The President was in the hospi- 
tal only a short time, and results 
of the examination probably will 
not be known for a week. 

When the chief executive re- 
turned from a recent month’s va- 
cation in the South his personal 
physician, Vice Adm. Ross T. Mc- 
Intire, said he would send the 
President through another phys- 
ical examination to make certain 
he had thrown off the effects of 
a series of winter colds, flu and 
bronchial trouble even though the 
President appeared to be in excel- 
lent shape after his rest. 


WOMAN’S HAIR BURNED OFF 
BY BEAUTY SHOP LAMP 


Patron Seriously Injured, Opera- 
tor Also Hurt Trying to 
Put Out Flames. 

Mrs. Marcella Mae McClintock, 
7345 Grand drive, Wellston, suf- 
fered serious head burng and loss 
of her hair today when an ultra- 
violet ray lamp ignited a chemical 
being used by a beauty operator 

in a scalp treatment.

Storm Adds to Crisis. 

The 110,000-kilowatt Venice plant 
had been out of operation five 
hours, and the 300, kilowatt Ca- 
hokia plant was in the act of 
shutting down, when the walkout 
ended shortly after 5 o'clock, The 
two plants represent about 54 per 
cent of the Union Electric Sys- 
tem’s capacity to meet normal re- 
quirements, but at this critical 
juncture requirements in the St. 
Louis area were not normal, for 
a storm came up at 2:45 o'clock, 
skies darkened and in thousands 
of homes electric lights were 
switched on. 

Union Electric executives said 
they had planned more or less 
gradual curtailment of consump- 
tion through an appeal to indus- 
trial plants to reduce their use of 
power, but when the storm came 
up and household consumption 
skyrocketed, swift and drastic ac- 
tion became necessary to prevent 
the generating system from being 
swamped, with incalculable dam- 
age to machinery. 

War Plant Power Curtailed. 

The power for several hundred 
war plants was curtailed in vary- 
ing degrees. The St. Louis Ord- 
nance Plant shut down complete- 
ly from 3:30 to 6:30 o’clock, halt- 
ing output of small arms ammu- 
nition and retaining only enough 
power to shut down its furnaces 
gradually and avoid damage to 
machinery. ; 

The Wood River refinery of the 
Shell Oil Co. at Roxana, IIl., one 
of the country’s largest producers 
of high-octane gasoline for the 
Army and Navy, was shut down 
completely from 3 to 10 o'clock, 
and required 14 hours to step up 
production to full scale once more. 

Western Cartridge Co., produc- 
ing small arms ammunition in its 
plant at East Alton, curtailed 
brass mill production 50 per cent 
from noon to 5 o'clock, and shut 
down the millaltogether from 5 to 
8 o'clock. The remainder of the 
plant, however, operated as usual, 
and the brass mill regained nor- 
mal output by midnight. 

The St. Joseph Lead Co. at 
Bonne Terre, Mo., reduced opera- 
tions to a minimum, retaining 
only enough current to keep its 
mines from flooding,

Hollow-eyed doughboys, who had 
been living like a colony of go- 
phers in this flat land rimmed with 
steel for lonely weeks on end, are 
still reluctant to believe it, but it 
is true, 

For four months and three days 
a little army of brave soldiers held 
these hellish acres against the en- 
emy, alone. Then, finally and un- 
expectedly, yesterday morning 
vanguard, troops from the main 
Fifth Army front rolled boldly 
through the Pontine Marshes and 


met the beachhead force which 
had pushed’ beyond thé périmeter. 


So now the Allies have one long 
front in Italy, curving from the 
Tyrrhenian Sea across to the Adri- 
atic, 


Cook himself néver made a tour 
like the one executed by our hell- 
for-leather jeep driver, named 
John Nelson Moore, Orbisonia, 
Pa,, from the deep rear of the 
main front lines to Anzio to prove 
that this juncture had been made.

No trip could have been more 
beautiful.

Through Scauri and Formia, 
shattered coastal towns which we 
took in brisk fighting only last 
week, supplies rolled toward the 
front.

LONDON, May 26 (AP).—Amer- 
ican bombers from Italy attacked 
the Lyon railyards, bottleneck for 
German supplies through the 
Rhone Valley to Southern France 
today. : 

Between 500 and 750 Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators from 
their southern bases also attacked 
railroad yards at St. Etienne, 40 
miles southwest of Lyon; at 
Chambray; Grenoble and Nice and 
the Var River bridge five miles 
southwest of Nice, on the French 
Riviera; at Vaise, at the north- 
west edge of Lyon, and at La 
Mouche, at the southeast edge of 
the city. 

The raids were carried out while 
bad weather grounded most planes 
in Britain. 

Little Opposition. 

Few enemy fighters were en- 
countered, an announcement from 
Allied headquarters in Italy said. 

The Fortresses also spanned 
the Adriatic and bombed German 
troop concentrations at Bihac, 70 
miles south of Zagreb in Yugo- 
Slavia, while Lightnings strafed 
an airdrome at Zemunik, just out- 
side Zara on the Dalmatian coast, 
and destroyed a number of ground- 
ed planes. 

From Britain only single air- 
craft were reported over Ger- 
many, and these were reported by 
the German radio. There was no 
Allied confirmation of these re- 


ports. 
Heavy Blows Thursday. 

The raids today came after more 
than 6000 Allied planes hammered 
airdromes and transportation cen- 
ters on the continent with more 
than 5000 tons of bombs yesterday 
in attacks by planes from both 
British and Italian bases. These 
attacks were directed against at 
least 21 rail centers and 15 air 
fields, and ranged from Toulon in 
Southern France to the German 
capital itself. 

One of the most significant fea- 
tures of the tactical operations 
now in progress from British 
bases is that, cut of approximately 
_ every 400 planes sent out by the 

Allied Expeditionary Air Force 
(medium, light and fighter bomb- 
ers), 399 have come back. 

This rate of loss is a quarter of 
one per cent and has been held to 
that figure for the last month. 

In the last seven big attacks by 
American . heavies, including two 
on Berlin, the rate of loss for the 
total forces employed—bombers 
plus fighters—has been well under 
2 per cent. 

The same favorable situation ex- 
ists in Italy, although comparative 
figures are not available here, 


RUSSIA INTERCEDES

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
-— State Department officials dis- 
closed last night that the Soviet 
Union, in making representations 
to Japan on behalf of war prison- 
ers, is acting for the United States

British Foreign Secretary Eden 
told the House of Commons yes- 
terday that he had requested Rus- 
sia to approach Japan for allevia- 
tion of conditions governing pris- 
oners of war. 

Several days ago the State De- 
partment announced it had re- 
ceived a note from the Japanese 
saying that under certain condi- 
tions they would receive and dis- 
tribute to American prisoners in 
the Far East the 1500 tons of Red 
Cross relief supplies piled up in 
Viadivostok. The State Depart- 
ment said it was studying the con- 
ditions laid down by the Japanese, 
but had not revealed their nature. 

Another move toward assistance 
of American prisoners of the Jap- 
anese in the Philippines was re- 
vealed a few days ago when it was 
announced the Japanese had 
agreed to permit $25,000 worth of 
relief foodstuffs to be purchased 
monthly in the Philippines for 
Americans held there.

MOSCOW, May 26 (AP). — The 
official Soviet news agency Tass 
carried a dispatch from Istanbul 
today which quoted travelers from 
Bulgaria as reporting a_ revolt 
among Bulgarian troops recently 
called to the colors. 

Soviet newspapers also carried 
stories from Stockholm quoting a 
‘Swedish subject returning from 
Bulgaria as saying that Sofia had

CISTERNA, Italy, May 26 (AP). 
~—Powerful American armored and 
infantry forces fanned out at least 
three miles beyond the Appian 
Way at captured Cisterna today 
as the Allied beachhead offensive 
rolled into its fourth day, con- 
tinuing to make steady progress 
against spotty enemy resistance. 

Failure of German artillery to 
challenge the Allied advance— 
whether from ammunition short- 
ages or some strategic policy—is 
permitting quick consolidation of 
positions under direct enemy ob- 
servation.

Defense Expert Says Let- 
ters to Draft Board 
Came From Ex-Secre- 


tary’s Machine.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Testi- 
mony that anonymous letters sug- 
gesting an investigation of the 
draft status of Gert Hans von 
Gontard were written on the type- 
writer owned by Mrs. Gertrude O. 
Zenzes, his former private secre- 
tary and principal Government 
witness, was presented today in 


United States District Court, 
where the 37-year-old grandson of 
the late Adolphus Busch, founder 
of the St. Louis brewery fortune, 
is on trial with three co-defend- 
ants charged with conspiracy to 
evade the draft. Mrs. Zenzes pre- 
viously had denied knowledge of 
the notes. 

John F. Tyrell, Milwaukee au- 
thority on questioned documents, 
told the jury that in his opinion, 
after examination of the anony- 
mous communications for compar- 
ison with an admitted specimen 
of the typing from Mrs. Zenzes’s 
machine, which she had produced 
in court at the request of defense 
attorneys, there was no doubt that 
the letters had been written on 
her typewriter. 

Defense Charges Malice. 


Attorneys for Von Gontard and 
the three other defendants—Army 
Lt. Francis X. Grottano, former 
‘city detective; Michael Mangano, 
uniform manufacturer, and Dr. 
Arnold Aaron Hutschneker, the 
Busch heir’s former physician— 
have asserted that Mrs. Zenzes 
maliciously prompted the investi- 
gation leading to indictments be- 
cause Von Gontard failed to re- 
ciprocate her deep affection. This 
she denied after giving damaging 
evidence against her former em- 
ployer and his associates. 


One letter submitted by defense 
counsel and said by Tyrell to have 
been written on Mrs. Zenzes’ type- 
writer, was addressed to Von 
Gontard’s local draft board at 
Beverly Hills, Cal., where juris- 
diction in Von Gontard’s induc- 
tion status rested until it was as- 
sumed by New York Local Board 
20. It bore the date May, 1942, 
and was headed Beverly Hills, 
ending with the typed signature, 
“Robert Jones.” It follows: 

“Gentlemen: Several citizens 
would like to know why healthy, 
independent playboy Gert von 
Gontard, heir to the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewery millions, is not in 
the Army. ‘He was drafted about 
two years ago in B. H., and has 
switched to several draft boards 
since. He is livihg now in New 
York, at 100 Central Park South 
and ig connected with Board 20, 
331 Madison avenue, His number 
is 2631. An investigation would be 
appreciated.”

A stenographic transcript of his 
conversation with 
shows that the convict, who said 
he formerly was employed by a 
firm which distributed slot ma- 
chines in St. Louis, charged that 
gambling and vice rackets during 
1941 were controlled by a syndi- 
cate composed of politicians, gang- 
sters and labor leaders. The gross 
income of the syndicate from its 
illegal enterprises during that 
year, he said, was three million 
dollars. 

He named Joseph (Buck) New- 
ell, late boss of the AFL Hoisting 
Engineers’ Union, as one member 
of the syndicate, which he charged 
obtained police protection for its 
business by systematic payoffs to 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment. 

The convict said the syndicate 


prospered particularly on business | 


of workers who had been brought 


into St. Louis to become employed | 
at the TNT plant at Weldon.

Besides several large gambling 
establishments operated by the 
syndicate, the convict said a great

If a patrolman raids a 
house of prostitution or disturbs 
a gambling game in his district, 
he'll be moved to one of the resi- 
dential districts.” 

Houses of prostitution remained 
immune to disturbance by pay- 
ments to police at the rate of $12 
monthly for each prostitute in the 
places, he said.

Stilwell has a number of special 
problems which make his task 
more complex than those of other 
American Generals. Insufficient 
material is only one of them. An- 
other is that there ig only one 
road and that he has been obliged

Power from Our Rivers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Man’s principle sources of energy are 
eoal, oil and water. All obtain their 
power to do work from the light of the 
sun. The firat two, having been stored 
in the earth for millions of years, to pro- 
duce energy must be combined with the 
oxygen of the air. 

The last, water, is a day to day, 
month by month, accumulation of en- 
ergy. The sun has power to lift water 
from lower to higher levels and from 
these higher elevations the water again 
seeks lower levels through our streams 
and rivers. Much of this form of energy 
is permitted to go to waste, yet it is 
one of the most economical and sensible 
forms, since it draws nothing from our 
accumulated natural resources, as in the 
case of coal and oil. 

Each unit of power obtained from the 
latter can never be replaced, whereas 
every unit of power derived from water 
is subject to a perennial replacement. 
It is therefore important that we utilize 
as much power as possible from the flow 
of water in order to conserve our sup- 
plies of coal and oil. 

Here is a strong argument in favor of 
making use of our two principal rivers, 
the Mississippi and the Missouri, and 
their main tributaries. Add to this the 
control of floods, and we have an iron- 
clad argument that no sensible man 
could oppose. 

It is merely a question of time, money 
and engineering ingenuity, and the vast- 
ness of the undertaking and conflicting 
interests involved naturally place it 
within the range of a Government proj- 
ect, many times greater than the TVA 
and proportionately greater in its serv- 
ice to man. 

Here also are wonderful possibilities 
for postwar work for years to come. 
Power is the source of all material 
achievement. Let the waters of these 
great rivers turn turbines. Make them 
generate electricity to supply factories, 
homes, innumerable kinds of useful 
purposes. Make their storage, in order 
to generate power, control our floods 
and we have an ideal situation for a

An Ambitious Project 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In considering the postwar needs of 
St. Louis in the way of housing, indus- 
trial projects, street widenings, airports 
and the like, I suggest a building proj- 
ect which would include reconstructing 
the entire riverfront from the mouth of 
the Missouri River to a point beyond the 
mew Lindbergh bridge to the south. 

Along the levee I would have a struc- 
ture 500 feet wide, with three floor lev- 
els. This should be of steel and con- 
crete. The first level, with seven feet 
of clearance, could be used for railroads 
and bus and automobile parking. 

The second floor should be level with 
bridge highway decks and could be used 
for automobile traffic.

REA: Job for Congress 


An amazing account of how a politically-minded 
Cabinet member's hunger for power is crippling 
one of the moat beneficent of all the New Deal 
institutions was given to a Benate committee 
yesterday by Administrator Harry Slattery of the 
Rural Blectrification Administration, whose rec- 
ord as an outstanding liberal in public life covers 
more years than does that of President Roosevelt. 

As the Post-Dispatch has heretofore pointed 
out, the REA’s usefulness is being jeopardized 
by the bureaucratic control the Department of 
Agriculture under Secretary Wickafd is exercis- 
ing over it, Only a serious threat to the exist- 
ence of REA as an instrumentality of great 
service to America’s farmers could have prompted 
Administrator Slattery to the extreme course of 
boldly denouncing the Secretary of Agriculture, 

When Congress blindly followed a presidential 
recommendation five years ago, REA was turned 
over to the Department of Agriculture. When 
Claude R. Wickard became head of the depart- 
ment, the period of ruthless and stupid bureaucra- 
tic assaults upon REA began. 

The climax of this reckless bureaucracy came 
a year ago when Secretary Wickard, without con- 
sulting Mr. Slattery, appointed William J. Neal 
as Deputy Administrator and sent him to St. 
Louis with secret instructions to take over Vir- 
tually all the administrative power. This pre- 
sented an intolerable situation for Mr. Slattery, 
who held office by presidential appointment and 
in whom Congress had imposed full responsibil- 
ity for the management of RBA, 

The action taken by Secretary Wickard in that 
inatance, and similar actions of his department 
since then, were merely cheap devices intended 
to force Mr. Slattery to resign. 

When a selfish and ambitious group of pro- 
moters last summer undertook to exploit a na- 
tional organization of rural eléctric co-operatives 
for their own ends, and to finance their projects 
with funds belonging to the farmer-memberse of 
the co-operatives, Secretary Wickard stood spine- 
lessly by while Administrator Slattery desper- 
ately, but successfully, fought off the powerful 
combination, 

Not only did Mr. Wickard fall to support the 
Administrator in thig fight, but he gave aid and 
comfort to the exploiters by intensifying his 
under-cover campaign to drive Mr, Slattery out 
of public life. The most sordid chapter came 
when the Secretary sent his secret agents to St. 
Louis to make anh “investigation.” Mr. Slattery 
has testified that in the course of this investiga- 
tion, his safe was rifled, his personal letters were 
opened and his private papers were taken. 

Here is a case for the attention of Congress. 
The President, who might be expected to resolve 
it in the public interest, is too busy .with the 
war. His executive assistants already have ex- 
hibited bungling ineptitude in theif amateurish 
meddling in REA, Congress has the power, and we 
think the duty, to take REA out of the clutches 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, and make it 
once more the independent agency that it Was 
when its service to the ptiblic began. 
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If He Had Happened There

Mr. Avery would, if he had been as lucky as, 
say, Fritz Thyssen, have escaped to another 
country, and every penny left to his name, every 
sound bone in his body, would have been s0 
much sheer luck. 

More likely, he would have been imprisoned in 
a concentration camp, or shot, or both. 

By so much as that was not the fate of Mr. 
Avery, the innuendo of the Republican committee 
is tosh of purest ray serene. 

How much that is, anyone can compute. 
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Bright Gleam of Light 


One of the most encouraging actions in the 
lengthening record of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion was its approval yesterday of a proposal to 
set up Magistrates’ courts to replace the Justice 
of the Peace system which has become a disgrace 
to the judiciary. 

The plan contains the principle that mazic- 
trates must be lawyers, but a compromise which 
may have been required by expediency would 
permit those now serving as Justices or having 
had four years’ experience in that capacity to 
qualify as magistrates. In a county of less than 
30,000 population, the Probate Judge would be 
the magistrate, replacing probably several Jus- 
tices of the Peace. 

This is ‘a notable step toward dignity and effi- 
ciency for juctice where it touches the ordinary 
citizen, and toward abolition of a discredited 
system. The fact that it was taken testifies to 
the good faith of the convention, since the J..P.’s 
in many places wield strong political power, 
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OPA Wins Again 


With the Supreme Court's decision of this 
week upholding OPA's authority to limit the sales 
of a retailer who has violated rationing regula- 
tions, the Government’s wartime price-control 
agency hag made an impressive record of vin- 
dication at the bar. 

OPA’s authority to regulate quartity—without 
which sellers, prevented from increasing prices, 
could frustrate control by decreasing the amount 
without decreasing the price—was upheld by the 
Supreme Court earlier this year in a case involv- 
ing Mars, Inc., a Chicago candy manufacturer. 

Two months ago, in a Macon, Ga., case, the 
court gave its sanction to rent control. 

The avenue of legal attack no longer offers 
a promising prospect to interests which would 
like to break down price control in order to do 
some war profiteering. 

The attacks now being made on OPA in Con- 
gress are therefore something in the nature of 
a last predatory hope. 

Six amendments offered by Representative Jen- 
kins of Ohio and five Republican associates 
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would, in the opinion of administration spokes- 
men, cripple price control. 

Before members of Congress think very far 
along the lines of hamatringing OPA, they should 
look well to public opinion, They will find price 
control as firmly established there as the 8u- 
preme Court has found it established in the law. 
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End of Two Harassing Strikes 

The central fact about the two St. Louis area 
strikes that have just ended is this: Neither of 
them should have occurred. 

The strike of AFL machinists at the Granite 
City Steel Co., in a jurisdictional dispute, meant 
a two-week shutdown for the plant, and the loss 
of more than 16,000 tons of steel plate, needed for 
tank landing craft. 

The six-hour atrike of UWnion Blectrie Co. 
maintenance employes at the Venice and Cahokia 
power plants, in a dispute over selection of a 
temporary foreman, brought suspension of op- 
erations at such vital war plants as the ordnance 
plant, East Alton cartridge plant and Wood River 
refinery. Public safety in the whole area was 
gravely jeopardized by this wildcat walkout. 

Both these strikes were over disputes of the 
most petty kind. Neither was authorized by 
union leadership. Both interfered with the na- 
tion’s war effort, on the very eve of its climax. 
In each case, irresponsible tactics of men in 
trusted positions brought a grave threat to one 
of the country’s important war-production centers. 

And what have the workers gained by these in- 
sufferable strikes? Nothing at all; or at beat noth- 
ing that can compare with the damage they have 
done, Rach group returns to work under an agree- 
ment for negotiation of its dispute. These nego- 
tiations could have gone on just as Well without 
a mument’s stoppage of work. 

Meanwhile, another serious strike is launched 
on the Hast Side: the walkout of workers at the 
new Socony-Vacuum Oil Co, refinery because of a 
contract dispute, just before a scheduled WLB 
hearing. As a result, production of gasoline for 
the nation’s fighting planes has stopped. Are 
these oil-plant workers blind to the results of 
the two other strikes in their area, that they go 
ahead with this indefensible stoppage? 

The good name of union labor is smirched by 
wartime strikes, Unless the responsible and loyal 
majority of workers can gain control over the 
hot-heads, the price that labor must pay will be 
a bitter one, 
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Victory at Anzio 

The battle of the Anzio beachhead fs ended. 
The battle for Rome has begun. By a brilliant 
military stroke, the main Fifth Army has broken 
through the German lines on the shin of Italy, to 
join forces with the gallant band that for four 
months had held the narrow and hazardous po- 
sition against pressure eo fierce that at one time 
many on the scene feared another Tobru . 

More men, fresh men and a concentrated push 
have broken the Jtalian stalemate and set the 
Allied forces rolling along the highway to Rome. 
Hard fighting may lie ahead, for Hitler vows he 
will sell dearly each mile of Italy's rocky soli, 
But it has been proved—and the lesson will en- 
dure in the invasion days ahead—that troops 
can come in from the sea and best the Nasis 
in their stronghold.

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Does O’Mahoney Mean It? 


Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming, announcing 
a finish fight for his amendment to reserve for 
irrigation all the waters of the Missourt River 
west of the ninety-seventh meridian, declared 
yesterday: “It is time we legisiated by river 
basins, not by projects.” 

Will Senator O'Mahoney act on his own advice? 
Will he draw up and introduce a bill to develop 
the Missouri River Valley as one basin? Will he 
prepare a measure which will enable Congress to 
leave off legislating, as at present, for some one 


- part of it at the expense of some other part of it? 


The Wyoming Senator has spoken a big truth. 
It is a truth out of which may come peace and 
prosperity in this valley. Will Mr, O'Mahoney 
be as big as his words, or was he just talking? 

Surely Mr, O’Mahoney can find, on both sides 
of the fence, Senators from the Missour! Valley 
who are willing and able to rise to greatness by 
considering the other fellow's interests. 

It would require only a few Senators, if they 
were as big as the occasion demands, to wipe out 
the discrimination against irrigation in the stat- 
ute governing Fort Peck Dam, to repudiate the 


‘vicious method of statutory priorities on the 


waters of the Missouri, and to set up a board 
charged with administering the river in the inter- 
ests of irrigation, flood control, navigation and 
power production. 

Is Senator O’Mahoney willing, or unwilling, to 
do as he apeaka?

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The Importance of Low Prices

Public Opinion 


We must reduce both our prices and our costs after the war to 
enable other nations to trade with us, writer says; must stop allow- 
ing costs to be included in prices for services not rendered by labor 
or capital; must justify our living standards in terms of productivity, 


D. G. Redmond in Current History 


Muat the United States maintain its prea- 
ent price atructure to maintain its standard 
of living? This question is important be- 
cause our present price structure makes it 
extremely difficult for the people of India 
and China, for instance, to trade with us. 


Maintaining prices not only makes for- 
eign trade difficult, but also may be at the 
root of many of our domestic difficulties, 
We have been inclined to explain them by 
stating that purchasing power is not suffi- 
ciently great to make it possible for us to 
use the products of our machinery. 


Since all of the final price at which any 
product is sold goes to pay someone for a 
real or imagined service he has performed 
in producing the article, may not insuffi- 
cient purchasing power in the community 
aimply mean that this price is too high 
because some men (and some machines and 
some land and buildings) are paid for serv- 
ices they do not perform? 


If this ia the case, we might be able to 
maintain our standard of living even though 
prices, wages and profits were all, in the 
aggregate, reduced. 


Sequence of High Prices 


Restrictions on production started with 
tariffs which favored specific industries. 
To equalize this, we helped carriers by set- 
ting high freight rates. To prevent all 
freight business from going to trucks, we 
made truck rates as high as railroad freight 
rates. Freight rates certainly should be 
lesa than the coat of trucking the same 
material, 


All this led to unions which eventually 
get the rate paid mechanics at more than 
they were worth in relation to the rate paid 
to laborers. This in turn led to such prac- 
tices as the truckers, the building trade 
workers and Petrillo’s union indulged in— 
limitations on output to maintain jobs, 


Feather-bedding made the limitation of 
apprentices necessary or the apprentice 
would show up how easy it would be for 
anyone to take over some, but by no means 
all, jobs that were paid for at crafteman’s 
wages. This in turn led to the formation 
of the type of unions more commonly found 
in the ClO—that is, unions of the less 
skilled workers, 


Increase in Shoe Costs 


Interest, depreciation, all capital charges 
are paid on the purchase price of machines 
for 365 days regardless of whether the 
machines operate full time or not. Taxes 
are paid on buildings on the same basis. 
The result is high costs. Like railroad 
freight rates, men's shoes, just as an ex- 
ample, cost more than they cost in 1914 
regardless of the fact that much improved 
machinery has been introduced. 


All this adds up to our inability to deal 
with the people of India and China. Quite 
simply, a man who works for $1 an hour 
cannot trade with a man who works for 25 
cents a day unless the man who works for 
$1 an hour has skill enough and mechanical 
equipment enough so that his production 
is able to bear all the costs we have listed 
above and be worth 32 times as much as 
the production of the Indian worker. 

Incidentally, labor costs are probably ap- 
proximately one-third of the total costs of 
the products of the United States. 

Just as our problem is one of plenty, 
India’s problem is one of poverty. It may 


be possible that this poverty ia really the 
collective poverty of a group of individuala 
caused by the fact that they do not get a 
fair return for their labor rather than by 
the fact that their nation has no machinery 
and therefore they are poor. 


The United States has, behind a tariff 
wall, victimized the nations with which we 
trade. But it ia possible that one lesson 
we did not learn up to the time we passed 
lend-lease is that the period of unilateral 
exploitation of foreign trade policies was 
over. 


Curb on Foreign Trade 


It is also possible to believe that no mat- 
ter whether our policy of limitation of im- 
ports, and of production both by men and 
machines, has been carried too far at home, 
it has resulted in costs that limit our trade 
abroad. 


Again using India as a basis of com- 
parison because India’s economic problem 
is the problem of poverty, there were in 
use in India in 192526, according to the 
Indian economists, P. A. Wadia and K. T. 
Merchant, in “Our Economic Problem,” 
25,000,000 plows, mostly wooden plows. 
That year India bought 17,000 improved 
plows, mostly for use on Government farms. 
Obviously here is an immense untapped 
market. 


In 1941, among the principle causes of 
death in India were malaria, cholera, small- 
pox and plague, in all cases diseases which 
have been practically eliminated in Burope 
and which could be eliminated in India if 
India could either purchase outside or pro- 
duce the materials necessary to eliminate 
them, 


Plows and Public Health ' 


It is an over-simplification perhaps to 
say that the use of better plows would re- 
lease enough labor from the soll so that 
India could be better fed, more healthy 
and produce other goods—jute and forest 
products, for instance—to trade to us for 
our plows if only we could get our costs 
to the point where we could sell the plows 
to India. 


It is perhaps not too much of an over. 
simplification to say that our industrial 
(including labor) policies which restrict 
production account in large part for the 
poverty of some parts of the South, and 
that in general anything that would reduce 
costs would help the share-croppers in 
America as well as the people of the 
Orient. 

If we propose to trade rather than to 
lend-lease our products after the war, we 
will have to find a method of reducing 


both the costs and the prices of what we 


sell.

Punishment of War Criminals 
Is Discussed by George Creel 


“War Criminals and Punishment,’ by George Creel. 

(MeBride & Co., New York.) 

One of the results of Allied victory will 
be the right and the duty to try those moat 
guilty of making this war and of the bar- 
barism with which the Axis is waging it. 

The United Nations have no monopoly 
on virtue. But more than in any war in 
history, the winning side will be the one 
which has fought the clean fight, and the 
loser the one which has flouted all of man- 
kind’s notions of decency. Unless we act 
decisively to discourage future inhumanity, 
the war will have been fought, not in vain, 
but much less successfully. 

With the memory of 1019 failure before 
him, George Creel, the Elmer Davis of 
World War I, has added his voice to the 
demand for trials of the enémy leaders. 
As chairman of the Office of Publie Infor- 
mation under Wilson, he had an oppor- 
tunity to see at close range the unprepared- 
ness with which the Allied powers turned 
to. the problem. 

> 


The close of the “other war” produced 
the “Leipzig travesty,” when the Allies 
were foolish enough to allow German offi- 
cers and men accused of war crimes to 
be tried in German civil courts. Once they 
had agreed to that, they could not interfere 
with what soon became a whitewash. In- 
stead of appearing as the accused, the 
defendants appeared as heroes to the de- 
feated nation. Court and public were with 
them, so the German militarists were given 
another chance to keep their hold on the 
minds of the people. 

Above all, Mr. Creel wants no repetition 
of Leipzig. 

At least half of his book is taken up with 
@ gruesome recounting of the planned atro- 
clousnesa of Nazi war. (Japan is treated 
only in an appendix devoted to the official 
account of “The Mareh of Death.”) The 
top German leaders, the “master erim- 
inals,” and their eatellites are listed in 
detail as the chief candidates for trial and 
punishment. Hitlers and Himmilers, big, 
little and quisiing—Mr, Creel would jet 
none escape an accounting, 

« - 


“Unconditional surrender, an effective 
military occupation that will compel and 
continue demobilization, disarmament and 
demilitarization; punishment of all war 
criminals, full control of Germany's war 
potentials, the return of loot and restitu- 
tion for damage and ruin, and the end of 
the Prussian Reich.” 

That is the Creel program. Some of the 
points advanced in the heat of the argu- 
ment are hardly convincing. There are 
holes in the presentation, But the main line 
of the argument is sound as a war bond. 

Who deals with the question of war crim- 
inals and punishment must do so without 
sentiment. Maudlin snivelers and “kill em 
all” hysterics are equally irrelevant. The 
innocent and even the passively guilty may 
be re-educated. For the guilty there must 
be only punishment. The problem of the 
actively guilty is political—to discourage 
future would-be Hitlers of all nations from 
taking the easy path of cruel aggression 
and animalism. Perhaps the prospect of 
atretched necks will give them pause.

To Name President. 


The Althing, Iceland's legislative 
body, prepared to convene June 
10 to name the island’s first Pres- 
ident. Most likely candidate is 
Sveinn Bjoernsson, present regent. 
The new President will serve for 
one year and thereafter a Pres)- 
dent will be elected by the people 
for a four-year term. 


About 98 per cent of the eligible 
voters participated in the three- 
day election, in which the voting 
ended Tuesday. In 15 of 28 con- 
stituencies the voting was 99 per 
cent, and many rural districts had 
100 per cent turnouts. DEP. 

The Althing is the oldest gov- | $feueeet™ 
erning body, democratic in form, 
in the world. It was appointed 
under the constitution adopted in 
930, antedating even the efforts 
toward constitutional government 
in England. 


Under Norse Rule. 


The island fell under Norse rule | 
in 1262, but was transferred to } 
Danish rule in 1280, where it re- 
mained until the outbreak of hos- 
tilities in Europe and the occu- 
pation of Denmark by the Nazis 
in 1940. In April of that year the 
Althing assumed control of the 
island’s foreign affairs and a 
month later a British expedition- 
ary force was landed there. 


On the invitation of Iceland, 
United States Marines occupied 
the island July 7, 1941, and the 
United States Navy undertook to 
assure safe communication be- 
tween Iceland and the United 
States. Since that time the is- 
land has become an important 
base of operations for the Allies. 

Iceland has neither an army nor 
navy, no fortifications, no deficit 
and no unemployment.

A Pair of Winners 


“IT’S DIFFICULT to decide which film should receive top 
billing this week, “Gaslight” or “Lady in thé Dark,” as both 
pictures are top-notch movie entertainment, and the question 
ef preference is a matter of whether you prefer well dressed 


comedy or well plotted drama. 
2 Besides their equal excellence, the two films 
~ have other things in common. Both are about 
\ women who fear they’re losing their grip men- 
tally, and both were made from Broadway plays. 
“Gaslight,” with Charles Boyer and Ingrid Berg- 
man, is an adaptation of the play “Angel Street” 
with Vincent Price and Judith Evelyn, which in 
turn was an adaptation of a play called “Gas- 
light.” “Lady in the Dark” starring Ginger 
Rogers, starred Gertrude Lawrence in the stage version. Most 
critics seem to agree that neither movie comes up to the play 
from which it was made, but the average movie-goer with only 
other films as a basis of comparison will find it hard to see 
how either could have been improved upon, 


“GASLIGHT” at LOEW’S has the usually am rous Boyer 
in the unpleasant but dramtically potent role of a man who 
slowly and systematically tries to drive his wife insane. Berg- 
man is the beautiful singer who marries her accompanist, 
Boyer, and moves back into the Lo14onm house where her aunt, 
a famous singer, was murdered. 


As the gaslight flickers over the gloomy Victorian setting 
the feeling of suspense and terror mounts, Ingrid hears foot- 
steps and strange sounds in the boarded-up third floor, and 
her husband helps things along with such insidious remarks as, 
“You're always losing and forgetting things,” “You just imagine 
it—you're always imagining things,” “I wish I could get inside 
your brain and see what makes you do such crazy twisted 
things,” until Ingrid almost loses her mind. But Joseph Cotten, 
as a Scotland Yard detective, also sees the gaslight flicker and 
sees something shady in Boyer’s past, and the mystery is solved. 

Cotten, the romantic interest, 1s a. good candidate for the 
man most likely to be swooned over. Angela Lansbury, 17-year- 
old British newcomer, is outstanding as the Cockney maid, as 
is Dame May Whitty as a gossipy twittery neighbor.

There are several ways to make 
pleasant changes in the same old 
combinations of food, Take the 
ingredients in the following recipe 
~~there is nothing new about them, 
The usual méthod of combining is 
to dice the eggs and cucumbers 
and toss together with the salad 
dressing and the rest of the sea- 
sonings. One variation in prepara- 
tion that I like very much is to 
rice the hard-cooked eggs. This 
extra surface requires congidera- 
bly more seasoning and salad 
dressing, but the result is a tangi- 
er flavor and the adhesiveness of 
the riced eggs and dressing binds 
all the ingredients together better 
and the salad is easier to eat. 


Cucumber and Egg Salad. 


One-third cup mayonnaise; one 
tablespoon lemon juice; one tea- 
spoon vinegar; one-half teaspoon 
salt; one-fourth teaspoon paprika; 
three hard-cooked eggs, diced; one 
cup diced, unpeeled cucumber; one- 
half cup diced celery; one table- 
spoon finely cut chives; lettuce. 

Chill all ingredients. Blend with 
the mayonnaise the lemon juice, 
vinegar, salt and paprika. Add 
the eggs and vegetables, except the 
lettuce, and toss lightly. With a 
sharp knife or kitchen shears, 
shred head or leaf lettuce to form 
a base for the mixed salad. Sprin- 
kle top lightly with paprika. Four 
servings,

Insect Enemies in the Garden 


ERE’S a streamlined plan for 

victory agains the crawling, 

sneaking “critters” that can 
effectively sabotage your garden 
campaign if you don’t get the up- 
per hand from the start. You 
don’t need a medicine cabinet full 
of witches’ brews or a magnifying 
giass and textbook on entomology. 
A few simple prescriptions and 
plain descriptions will take care 
of the insect enemies in our gar- 
dens, 

For an effective offensive you 
should know the two main groups 
into which insect enemies are di- 
vided; the sucking and the chew- 
ing onea, The sucking insects have 
beaks that pierce the outer layer 
of the leaves and stems.’ They 
suck the plant juices. The infested 
plants may wilt and even die, or 
the leaves may curl up and 
crinkle, 

Look on the plant stems and the 
under side of leaves for the clus- 
tered aphid colonies. They like 
bean, lettuce, pea, cabbage—prac- 
tically all of the vegetable juices. 
Aphids are green, powdery blue, 
black or reddish brown. 

=x * * 


Chemical warfare against suck- 
ing insects must be a “contact” 
poison. Stomach poisons that 
cover the surface don’t effect 
them for their beaks suck the 
inner plant juices, The old reli- 
able in contact poisons is nicotine 
sulphate or free nicotine. “Black 
Leaf 40” is the best-known of the 
nicotine sulphate preparations 
and there’s a goodly supply of it 
at the stores. You may use it as 
a spray, mixed with water and a 
small amount of soap, or dry as a 
dust, mixed with hydrated lime. 
Be sure you hit the insects with 
it — remember, it's a contact 
poison. 

The chewing insects on the of- 
fensive now are the flea beetles, 
Mexican and bean leaf beetles, 
spotted and atriped cucumber 
beetles, potato beetles and the so- 
called cabbage worms, The flea 
beetles are large pinhead size, 
black or striped, They enjoy the 
leaves of most of our favorite 
vegetables from celery to kale, po- 
tatoes and tomatoes, etc., and un- 
hindered will soon so riddle the 
leaves with little round holes. 

. The Mexican bean beetle is cop- 
per colored with 16 black spots on 
its back. Its larvae are orange- 
yellow, fuzzy, soft-bodied, vora- 


cious eaters. The bean leaf beetle 
is a bit smaller, more oval in 
shape and reddish to yellow, with 
irregular black spots. 

The spotted and striped cucum- 
ber beetles are yellowish green, 
about one-fourth inch long and 
oblong shaped with black stripes 
or dots. They enjoy the leaves of 
the bean plants as well as of all 
the melons, cucumber and 
squashes. Their larvae, are with 
most of the beetles, have extraor- 
dinary appetites, and are soft- 
bodied crawling creatures that 
prefer the underside of leaves. 

Potato. beetles also belong to 
the lady beetle family but they 
are larger, quite different in their 
habits. They are yellow to copper 
colored, with black stripes. The 
larvae, tremendous eaters, are a 
dull brick red with black heads 
and black legs. 

There are three different species 
of cabbage caterpillars. The im- 
ported cabbage worm has a vel- 
vety green look. The Cabbage 
Looper is more yellowish-green 
and has a peculiar way in “inch- 
ing” itself along. The third of 
these cabbage butterflies is green 
also, but smaller, and sometimes 
spins a protecting silken covering 
or drops from the leaf on a silken 
thread when disturbed,

Against all these “chewing” ene- 
mies, you can use sprays or dusts. 
I prefer dusts, for a cheap dust 
gun is usually a much more effec- 
tive instrument than the cheap 
sprayers, In either case, be sure 
the poison gets on the under-side 
as well as the top of the leaves. 

Until the war, Rotenone was 
the ONE preparation I used 
against all the insect enemies. 
Because of shortages, the percent- 
age of rotenone in many prepara- 
tions has been reduced to a point 
where it is ineffective against 
some of the tougher insects. Rote- 
none is both a stomach and a con- 
tact poison. 

Cryolite, under many similar 
trade names, has suddenly boomed 
to the front as an all around in- 
secticide. Use it anywhere, on any 
plants and against any and all in- 
sects in your garden and then 
switch to the Rotenone as an in- 
secticide on the vegetables like 
beans, the greens, etc., about two 
weeks before eating time.

MALLINCKRODT STOCK GIFT 
TEST SUIT IS WITHDRAWN 


The St. Louis Union Trust Co. 
today withdrew its Circuit Court 
suit filed last February to deter- 
mine if Edward Mallinckrodt Jr. 
had the right under the terms of- 
his father’s will to make a gift of 
the entire capital stock issue of 
the holding corporation which 
owns the Arcade Building to an 
undisclosed institution in another 
state. 

This action by the trust com- 
pany followed receipt by it of an 
answer from Mallinckrodt, stating 
that “whatever request he made 
to the .. . company has been 
withdrawn.” 

Mallinckrodt’s answer also in- 
cluded a denial that he had orig- 
inally expressed any intention of 
giving the stock to an out-state in- 
stitution to avoid payment of in- 
heritance taxes. The trust com- 
pany’s suit had asked for court 
clarification of its position as 
trust officer. Both Mallinckrodt 
and his father made substantial 
gifts of money to Harvard Univer- 
sity in the last 20 years,

Doctor on 
- Socialized 
Medicine

HE doctors are very much 
worked up about the possibil- 
ities of what they call the so- 
cialization of medicine which may 
be imposed on them by the im- 
pending Wagner - Murray -Dingle 
Bill. I.am inclined to think the 
public is very much in favor of 
this bill or at least for some plan 
which will ievel the expensiveness 
and aloofness of private practice 
of medicine and make the benefits 
of modern medical science more 
immediately available to the mass 
of the people. Cal) that the social- 
ization of medicine if you want 
to, but some such change seems to 
me to be inevitable in the future. 
In the meantime the practice of 
industrial surgery is gradually 
pushing it nearer for large slices 
of the population, and the war has 
given a great impetus to the 
broadening of industrial surgery. 
Henry Kaiser has shown what it 
can eventually do as described in 
Paul de Kruif's book Kaiser 
Wakes the Doctors. It means, in 
short, that the industrial surgeons 
and doctors and dentists employed 
by a manufacturing plant will 
take care not only of the workers 
themselves but of all their fam- 
ilies when they are sick, 
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I SAID ABOVE that the growth 
of industrial surgery has been 
gradual, but it is a very steady 
evolution towards the goal I have 
just mentioned, Indeed I have 
seen during my own professional 
life the status of the industrial 
surgeon change completely. Thir- 
ty-seven years ago, when I began 
to practice medicine, the indus- 
trial surgeon was employed by a 
liability insurance company for 
the plant and had an office down- 
town away from the plant, and 
when any accidents occurred the 
victim was usually sent to his of- 
fice and the doctor treated him 
there. Or, if it was serious, the 
victim was put in an ambulance 
and the doctor met him in a hos- 
pital. 

Later the industrial surgeon had 
an office at the plant and spent 
some hours of the day there. Then 
he spent all day there. First there 
was a surgeon, then there was a 
surgeon and a physician, and now 
there is a surgeon, a physician and 
a dentist in plants of any size. 
And the big ones have hospitals of 
their own. And a few of them, as 
a sign of the times, have added an 
obstetrician to the medical staff. 

In the meantime, too, the whole 
attitude of the industrial surgeon 
has changed — from thinking in 
terms o ftreatment alone to think- 
ing in terms of prevention. The 
idea is dinned into the worker's 
head that the slightest cut or abra- 
sion is to be taken to the doctor 
immediately, not wait tf it festers. 
This is simply intelligent selfish- 
ness on the part of the industrial 
executives, as, indeed, all the de- 
velopments of industrial surgery 
are, 
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PREVENTIVE medicine {sg car- 
ried still further. For instance, 


' workers whoapply at plants where 


dyes, shellacs, varnishes and cer- 
tain acids harmless to most people, 
but poisonous to allergic people, 
are interviewed by the plant doc- 
tor as to whether they ever had 
hay fever or asthma or as a child 
eczema. Or even whether a broth- 
er or sister or parent ever had 
those things. Because such people 
are prone to develop skin rashes 
when exposed te certain chemicals. 
They can be put at other jobs and 
a lot of grief saved. 

Industrial surgery is also devel- 
oping new techniques, Hwdroflou- 
ric acid on the skin was known to 
burn down through flesh until it 
hit bone and then it stopped. An 
industrial surgeon asked why and 
concluded that it was because bone 
Was an organic calcium. So now 
he treats his hylroflouric acid 
burns with organic calcium salts 
and the burns are not so deep. 

You can see what benefits this 
sort of thing would bring if ex- 
tended to the whole population. 

The doctors are not all s0 
against socialized medicine as you 
might think, A Gallup poll in 
three county medical societies in 
industrialized areas recently 
showed that over 60 per cent of 
the doctors.favored the idea. ‘

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Wingate’s Decoy Squad Fools Japs 


Led by Maj. Jefferies, Group Diverted Enemy From Main Body of Raiders

Installment Six From ths Book, 
“Wingate’s Raiders.” 

T the Burma-Assam border 
A one section of Wingate’s force, 

acting as a decoy group, 
struck south, It consisted of two 
columns led by Majors Arthur 
Emmett and George Dunlop and 
a “deception group” under the 
command of Maj. John B. Jeffe- 
ries. Its task was to divert the 
Japanese from the main body of 
the expedition and to deceive the 
enemy into believing that the Brit- 
ish were driving in force toward 
the lower .Chindwin. A _ day's 
‘march brought the southern force 
to its last food dump. Here the 
men ate their last field service 
rations—bully beef stew with 
bacon, potatoes and onions, tinned 
fruit, tea, bread, butter and jam, 
At this point Wingate paid them 
a surprise farewell visit in a 
“doodle bug”—a monster jeep—to 
wish them good luck. 

Two days’ march from the 
Chindwin they stopped for a sup- 
ply dropping and took a second on 
the following day, Feb. 15, making 
no attempt at concealment, with 
the deliberate intention of draw- 
ing attention to themselves. They 
crossed the Chindwin without in- 
cident at Auktaung, 40 miles due 
south of the main body under 
Wingate, on the nights of Feb, 
15 and 16. They were agreeably 
surprised at the pleasure shown 
by the villagers who gladly pro- 
vided boats and helped them with 
the loading. After the crossing 
they marched due south through- 
out the day, but that night their 
main body headed off to the east 
while Jefferies’ deception group 
continued southward on a crucial 
assignment, 


x *« * 
VEN in Wingate’s Circus, 
Fi wnicn contained a generous 
assortment of queer ducks, 
Jefferies was a unique phe 
nomenon—a professional Navy 
man in the uniform of a 


Major in the Royal Irish Fusi- 
liers. His home was in Wexford, 
in Southern Ireland. After grad- 
uating from Dartmouth Naval 
College he served nine years in 
the Royal. Navy, and was ap- 
proaching the rank of Lieutenant 
Commander when he decided to 
resign his commission to go into 
business. He started a chain of 
American-style, super service gas- 
oline stations in the south of Eng- 
land, and in a year had built up 
the biggest business in the Ports- 
mouth-Southampton area. When 
war broke out, Jefferies at once 
volunteered for service in the 
Navy. The Navy was already 
swamped with enlistments, and he 
was told it would be some time 
before h@ could be assigned to a 
ship. He marched to the nearest 
Army recruiting office and joined 
up as a private in the Royal 
Ulster Rifles. He served six 
months in the ranks, was com- 
misgsioned a Second Lieutenant, 
and applied for the paratroops. 
He was taken instead into the 
Commandos in August, 1940, and 
saw action in the raids on the 
Lofoten Islands off Norway. Aft- 
er several more Commando “jobs,” 
he volunteered for “special duty” 
in the Far East, and found him- 
self attached to Brig. Wingate’s 
raiding force as an expert in demo- 
lition. 

Jefferies led his small deception 
group toward a village whose 
headman was known to have pro- 
Japanese sympathies and could be 
relied upon to relay information 
to the enemy. In the jungle, some 
distance from the village, he 
halted and pulled out of his pack 
a handful of military insignia. A 
little while later a red-tabbed gen- 
eral and his staff officers entered 
the village and commandeered 
the Thugyi’s house, politely in- 
forming the headman’s family that 
there was no need for them to 
leave, Then with carefully calcu- 
lated indiscretion, Jefferies pro- 
ceeded to give the impression that 
this was the headquarters of a 
large expedition headed due south. 
He pored over maps, mentioning 
the names of villages to the south, 
He asked about tracks and food 
supplies in the south, and about 
Jap troop concentration in that 
area. He dictated orders to myth- 
ical battalions. All the while his 
officers, with an air of great im- 
portance, brought in a constant 
stream of messages, which Jef- 
feries read with a suitably grave 
expression. 

The acting was good, and the 
actors were thoroughly enjoying 
the play. One officer solemnly 
handed Jefferies a message which 
read: “You have been invited to 
dine with Lady Snodgrass, 8 p. m., 
Feb. 25. Black tie. The old harpie 
has been told you’re coming.” An- 
other brought in a chit which an- 
nounced that he had drawn the 
favorite in the Irish Sweepstake. A 
third mysteriously produced an 
ancient cable from Jefferies’ bank 
informing him that his account

was slightly overdrawn, The lat- 
ter caused the “General's” face to 
twitch so violently that the watch- 
ful Burmese must have imagined 
momentous doings were afoot, Re- 
gretfully Jefferies rang down the 
curtain with a message of thanks 
to the traitor’s family. Then his 
party marched off with great dig- 
nity into the jungle, and next day 
caught up with the main body of 
the southern force which had 
been moving east. 


A forward party commanded by 
Capt. Vivyan Weatherall had al- 
ready drawn blood, Picking their 
way through the jungle Weather- 
all’s men ambushed a Jap patrol 
about 20 strong, marching jauntily 
along a track. They were right 
on their toes and picked off seven 
Japs without suffering any cas- 
ualties. The Japs, the Chindits 
were to discover, though individ- 
ually good soldiers, were particu- 
larly slovenly about their recon- 
naissance, Time and again Win- 
gate’s men ambushed them saun- 
tering through the jungle with 
their rifles slung over their shoul- 
ders as casually as though they 
were taking a walk in Tokyo, 

From Burmese villagers the 
Chindits learned that the Japanese 
were in great strength in the area, 
which meant that the feint was 
succeeding in drawing the enemy's 
attention away from the northern 
force, responsible for destroying 
the most important section of the 
railway, However, survivors from 
the Jap patrol that had bumped into 
Weatheralls men must have re- 
ported that a British force was 
now heading east, and Jefferies, 
fearing that the deception plan 
might have been compromised, led 
a party off on a wide detour to 
the south to make false inquiries 
and plant false information about 
their movements. 

After several days of marching 
and countermarching, Jefferies felt 
that the deception plan had been 
fully carried out, and set a course 
due east. He had previously ar- 
ranged to catch up with the rest 
of the southern force for a supply 
drop at a rendezvous roughly mid- 
way between the Chindwin and 
Kyiakthin, the point selected for 
one of the two southern columns’ 
attack on the Mandalay-Myitkyina 
railway. The second column, Maj. 
Dunlop’s, was to cut the line 
roughly 15 miles to the north. The 
deception plan, intelligence reports 
disclosed later, was completely 
successful. The Japs duly massed 
troops in the lower Chindwin area, 
and wasted two weeks combing 
the countryside for a British army 
which, to their utter bewilder- 
ment, they could find nowhere. 

“By the time we started head- 
ing for the rendezvous,” Jeffries 
afterwards related, “we had ex- 
hausted our six days’ supplies and 
were desperately in need of food. 
We couldn't ask for a supply drop- 
ping, because we hadn't a wireless 


set with us. Taking along an extra 


mule to carry the set, a wireless 
operator, batteries, and what not 
would have slowed us down too 
much, In any case, a supply drop 
was really out of the question, It 
would have brought the Japs 
down on us, and might have 
wrecked the whole deception plan. 
I decided there was nothing for 
it but to stalk a village ‘X’ I had 
pieked out on the map. The cap- 
tured enemy operational orders 
which the Brigadier had read to 
us at Imphal showed that the 
Japanese were in the habit of 
sending out whole garrisons to 
hunt for our men when we sent 
patrols over the Chindwin. I felt 
there was a good chance we might 
find ‘X’ unguarded, 
oe: = 
46 TOOK along with me Cpl. 
j Hayes and a couple of men 
armed with hand grenades, 
Cpl. Hayes, a red-haired, freckle- 
faced young giant, was plagued 
with. an outsize appetite — he'd 


polish off three days’ rations 
between breakfast and supper 
and still grumble he’ was hun- 


gry — a particularly good man 
to have on a foraging expedi- 
tion. Near the edge of the jungle 
not far from ‘X’ we came upon a 
small river, and beyond it we 
spotted through the trees a ridge 
that looked like a Jap sentry post. 
We saw smoke rising and could 
just catch the sound of voices. I 
posted two of my men in a firing 
position, crossed the river higher 
up with Cpl, Hayes, and started 
to stalk the sentry post. A ditch 
full of wet slime led up to the 
foot of the ridge, and we had to 
go forward very slowly. I think it 
must have taken us 30 minutes to 
advance 30 yards. When we were 
just under the ridge, I whispered 
to Hayes, ‘Get ready to rush 
them.’ Holding a grenade in one 
hand and a rifle in the other we 
shot out of.the ditch with what 
we hoped were  bloodcurdling 
cries. Sitting around a small fire, 
placidly eating their supper, were 
five Burmese woodcutters. They 
gaped at us for a moment, then 
politely held out a dish of rice. 
“The woodcutters told us that 
the village was the headquarters 
of a Jap garrison of about 50 men, 


who at the moment were away 
hunting for us, just as I had 
hoped. Apparently they hadn't 
even left behind any pickets, I 
sent one of the Burmese into the 
village to buy food, and led my 
party back across the river in the 
jungle, just in case the natives 
had a trick up their sleeves. We 
were sitting by a clump of bam- 
boo, from which we could watch 
the path down from the village, 
when a small dog trotted up and 
sniffed at our boots. Just then, I 
heard what sounded like shouted 
orders in Japanese or Burmese. 
The voice came from the other 
side of the river, quite close to us. 
There didn’t seem to be any way 
of escape. We couldn’t move a 
foot through the undergrowth 
without being heard at that dis- 
tance. It was one of the nastiest 
moments I can remember. My 
heart was beating like the drums 
of hell. Then we caught sight of 
the ‘enemy’—two Burmese peas- 
ants urging a herd of buffalo 
across the river. 

“Shortly after, 14 villagers ar- 
rived carrying on their heads 
enormous basketa filled with cur- 


ried fish, curride rice and vere 
tables, chickens, eggs, and ba- 
nanas. 
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T was the dinner they had been 
J cooking fort he Japanese garri- 

son. [I wonder whats story 
they told the Japs, when the gar- 
rison got back and found the 
larder had been cleaned out! 

“We collected the rest of the 
deception group, wolfed what we 
could on the spot, and loaded 
what was left onto the mules. Aft- 
er a square meal I was tempted 
to lay an ambush for the returning 
Japs, but the Burmese had given 
us information about a more 
worth-while target—a village some 
distance to the east in which the 
Japanese were working surface oil 
wells. We pushed on expecting to 
reach the village the next night, 
but ran into a stretch of really 
hellish jungle. We still didn’t 
want the Japs to find out that we 
were heading east—they were look- 
ing for us to the south—so we 
kept clear of the beaten tracks, 
hacking our way through densely 
matted undergrowth. In parts the 
jungle was so thick and steep that 
we had to build a path for the 
mules, and sometimes we had to 
unload them and man-handle their 
loads. It took us three days to 
cover 15 miles. The food we'd 
pinched from the enemy ran out 
excepting for the rice, which un- 
fortunately had been cooked for 
the Japs and quickly turned sour. 
We kept going on a few handfuls 
a day of sour rice. Some of the 
men chewed on dry jungle roots. 
We weren't sure whether they were 
poisonous, but we were in no posi- 
tion to be fussy. Just before dusk 
on the third day of marching we 
came upon a small patch of bam- 
boo forest on the top of a hill. 
We hadn’t had a drop of water 
for nearly 36 hours, and spent the 
last hour of daylight frantically 
slitting open hollow bamboos to 
see if there was any liquid in 
them. They were dry as a bone. 
That night it seemed incredible 
that in London, New York, or 
Delhi anyone could just stroll into 
a bar and drinks as much beer 
as he wanted. I felt as if I'd been 
thirsty all my life. 


“The hillside dropped steeply 
into a narrow valley d all the 
next morning we hunted for a 
way down for the mules. Even- 
tually we man-handled the mule 
loads, and the animals slid down 
the hillside on their haunches. By 
this time we were desperate for 
water. An hour before dark we 
found a stream. The water was 
beautifully cool and clear; we 
drank like thirsty camels, then 
we ‘bathed, watered the mules, 
and slept until dawn.

West made a bad lead — his 
fourth highest spade instead of his 
top diamond. (When partner has 
bid two suits, it usually is better 
to open the one in which you 
have the fewer cards, unless your 
plan is to “force” the declarer or 
the dummy.) East won with the 
spade ace and returned the same 
suit. Declarer ruffed, drew trumps, 
and cashed his three heart tricks, 
then led the diamond: four to the 
king. East now was completely 
out of luck. It would, of course, 
do him no good to refuse this pres- 
ent diamond trick, because that 
would merely give South the 
chance’ to lead a second round 
toward his queen, but when East 
correctly won with the ace he was 
in no better position. For now he 
had to return a diamond, allowing 
declarer to finesse to dummy’s 
10, or a spade that could be ruffed 
in one hand while a diamond was 
discarded from the other. The 
contract was “on ice.” 

A diamond lead would have 
beaten the contract; or, if East- 
West wanted to be really safe, 
they should have sacrificed at five 
spades and gone down only one 
trick.
